As a result of investig 
the United States postcffice inspectors 
in Atlanta the federal grand jury yes- 
terday returned a true bill against ‘J. 
F. Hardin, who appears in the city di- 
rectory as commercial agent of the 
Queen and Crescent, while no bill was 
indorsed by Foreman Fain across the 
one in which S. W. Wilson was charged 
with violating the postal laws of the 
United States. 

Mr. Wilson is traveling freight agent 
for the Philadelphia and Reading rail- 
10ad with headquarters in Atlanta. He 
@nd Mr. Hardin are among the most 
rrominent of the younger members of 
the Atlanta railroad colony. 

The charges grew out of an endless 
chain of postal cards which it is al- 
leged have been sent to W. Norwood 
Mitchell, commercial freight agent for 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad and 
located in Atlanta. 

Mr. Mitchell was Georgia’s commis- 
sioner at the Jamestown exposition 
and has been prominent in republican 
affairs in Georgia. He was an ardent 
advocate of the renomination of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt and carried to the last 
republican national convention a mon- 
ster petition from Georgia, which, by 
#£0me mishap, was not presented to the 
convention.

ceived by Mr. Mitchell were set out: 

A communication addressed: “Mr.

Tt carried a medal, which is described 
and on which is inscribed: 
“PFhis beautiful medal 

the champion Har.” 

“To you from many listeners. Please 
wear to show your appreciation. It is 
probably useless or superfluous to ad.

Another section says that Mr. Mitch- 
received a letter addressed: 
“Mr. Windy Gassaway Mitchell, 

oO. R. R., Atlanta, Ga.” 
A sentence objectionable to the re- 
cipient read:

Another communication addressed to

When these cards first began t ar- 
rive. it ig stated Mr. Mitchell tirew 
them aside and took the first few as a. 
joke. but when each mail, and there 
are several mail deliveries a day at 
the Equitable building, began ito arrive 
and in each he received scores of pos- 
tails. all addressed to “Windy” Mitch- 
ell and practically all bearing the. same 
sentence, he decided to have the matter 
investigated, and took up the matter 
with the United States postal authori- 
ties.

He Commends Methodist 
Invasion of Africa. 


Taft Says Entire Country Is Re- 
sponsible for Slavery---After’ 
Speaking at Methodist Jubi- 
lee Taft Hurries to Bowery 
and Makes Another Address. 


New York, December 13.—With a 
smiling reference to ‘“‘the attack of the 
Methodist church in Africa,” President 
Taft addressed an immense gathering 
at Carnegie hall tonight at the dia- 
mond jubilee of the Methodist Episco- 
pal church, called to celebrate the com- 
pletion of a campaign started in Janu- | 
ary last, whereby $320,167 has been 
‘raised to further the mission work of 
the church in Africa. Of this sum, 
$72,493 has been received in cash, as 
announced tonight; the remainder has 
been subscribed payable in installments 
due at various timés up to five years. 

Tribute to Missions. 


“The mission is a nucleus and an 
epitome of the civilization that is ex- 
pected to widen out in that neighbor- 
hood,” -said the president. “I have 
heard missions criticised. I have heard 
men say that they would not contrib- 
ute to foreign missiong at» all; that 
we had wicked people enough at home, 
and we might just as well leave the 
foreign natives and savages to pursue 
their own thappy lives in forests and 
look after our Own who‘need a great 
deal of ministration.. I have come to 
regard that view as narrow as that of 
a man who doés not tike music, who 
does not understand the things that 
God has provided for the elevation of 
the human race. The missionaries in 
China, the missionaries in Africa, are 
the forerunners of our civilization. 


All Responsible for Slavery. 


“It is eurious to see how the 
Almighty works His ways. Our inter- 
ests in Africa for many years was in 
the slave trade. We here, all of us, 
were responsible. 

“New England got out of it a little 
earlier than the others, but we were 
all responsible for the encouragement 
of that trade, and now we have, living 
with us, ten million descendants of the 
negroes that were taken by force from 
that dark continent. And yet, I think 
no one would say that the descend- 
ante of those people brought here are 
not to be congratulated on the fact 
that they have been able to enjoy the 
proximity to our civilization, so that 
they are a hundred years in advance of 
their relatives in Africa. And yet, they, 
came here through greed and sin.” 


Taft at Bowery Mission. 


After speaking at the jubilee, Pres- 
ident Taft motored through a driving 
rainstorm to the Bowery mission, 
where he made an address to a typi- 
cal Bowery audience. He afterward 
inspected the “bread-line” room where 
each night hundreds of the’ unem- 
ployed are given food. 

“T am giad to be here,” said the 
president, “if by being here and by 
saying so, I can convince you that the. 
so-called chasm between you and those 
who seem for the time being to be 
more forturate, ts not so much ofa 
chasm after all, and that there is be- 
tween them and 476u a deep feeling of 
sympathy.on thefr part ‘and ah “garnést 
desire that yon shall have that equali- 
ty of. opportunity of getting on your 
feet, of earning a decent livlihood and 
supporting your families, which we 
hope every man who lives under the 
Stars and Stripes enjoys.”

Says Senator Smith of 
South Carolina. 


Declares If Fight Is Made to 
Lower Prices That Crop Next 
Year Will Not Exceed This 


Season’s. 


Florence, S. C., December 13.—(Spe- 
clal.)}\—In an interview today on the 
cotton situation Senator E. D. Smith, 
leader of the Cotton Association, said 
that the fight being made on cotton 
prices prevailing now will determine 
the size. of next year’s crop. If the 
prices are forced down between now 
and April the crop will not exceed 


this one. 
Senator Smith said: | 
“The situation is such that has never 
before existed in the history of cotton. 
Farmers have had good prices in a 
debt-paying season. They save paid 
their debts, and the cotton now held Is 
free from all expenses, such ag bor- 
rowing. warehousing, interest and 
other usual charges. The farmers own 
their cotton, and the law of supply and 
demand will alone govern its move- 
ment. There is no necessity to sell, 
for they have, also, made the best 
corn crop in history, besides large 
hay and other crops. Banks have 
.money even to lend to New York, 
while this season of the year has 
usually been the borrowing one. 
“The spinners do not seem to un- 
derstand the situation, and. unless they 
realize it soon, and readjust the prices 
of cotton goods to meet the price of 
eotton, they will suffer famine again 
next year. 
“Low-priced cotton is a thing of the 


past. Farmers are independent and 
realize they have the weapons at hand,

Police Board Asks Attorney 
John Y. Smith for Explana- 
tion of Charges He Made in 
Regard to Houses Under 
Washington Street Viaduct. 


Attorney John Y. Smith, whose. re- 
marks concerning the houses of ques- 
tionable character under the Wash- 
ington street viaduct, tn which he 
made some charges against the po- 
lice board last Saturday afternoon, 
made a public statement in the police 
court yesterday afternoon, explaining 
his previous remarks. 

His statement was in the nature of 
a retraction of his charges against 
the members of the police commission. 
He declares that if he made the re- 
marks which are credited to him, he 


wished to withdraw them. 
An account of what he said in the 


police court last Saturday appeared in 
Sunday’s Constitution and when the 
story was read quite a furor was 
caused among the members of the po- 
lice board who thought their personal 
as well as their official characters had 
been attacked. 
Police Commissioners Present. 

When the continued case of R. P. 
Barnes in whose defense Saturday aft- 
ernoon Attorney Smith made sensa- 
tional assertions against the city and 
police commission with reference’ to 
' the operation of the houses under the 
| viaduct was called, a majority of the 
: members of the police board were 
| present and the court room 


packed with those who were anxious 
| to hear the developments in the case. 

In taking up his argument again, 
: Attorney Smith asked permission’ to 
| explain some of the things he_ said 
| Saturday and in a speech of several 
minutes in length, delivered with less 
fire than on the previous occasion, he 
retracted the aHeged statement that 
half the police ¢ommissioners were in- 
terested personally, explained what he 
meant by the expression “feeding the 
court,” and ended by declaring that he 
still believed firmly that politics did 
dominate the system. Mr. Smith said 
in part: 

He Explains His Remarks. 
argument Saturday =  after- 
noon, I am quoted by the papérs as 
stating that half the members of the 
police commission were interested per- 
sonally in the houses of ill fame. I

| “What I meant to say was, that an

‘of these resorts. I hold that it is a

places, if the places themselves are 
run in defiance of law. 
“Tl hold that to get at the root of this 
question, it igs necessary to prosecute 
the property owners. They charge 
; enormous rents, which are paid in blood 
money, and then go free, while a man 
like mv client here is haled in court 
and fined and possibly given the stigma 
of a stockade sentence. 
Not a Grand-Stand Play. 
“T am not attempting to make the 
grand-stand play or to be the recipient 
| of any free advertising. Idon’t believe

| “Your honor knows that I meant no

Attorney Smith ended by asking that 
the case be dismissed on the grounds 
of legal inconsistency. The recorder 
overruled his motion and imposed a 
fine of $25.75, saying:

Court Justice by Taft. 


Lurton Is at Present Judge of 


Tennessee Man and Was 
First Nominated by Grover 
Cleveland. 


Washington, December 13.—The 
president today nominated Horace H. 
Lurton, of Tennessee, to be an asso- 
ciate justice of the supreme court 
of the United States. 

Judge Lurton is a Tennessee man, 
and was appointed judge of the sixth 
circuit by President Cleveland, March 
27, 1893. He was a democret in 
politics at that time. 

President Taft was himself a judge 
of the sixth circuit at the time he was 
appointed governor of the Philippines 
in 1898, and it was his association with 
Judge Lurton that gave him such a 
high opinion of the legal qualifications 
of the Tennessee jurist. 

Sketch of Judge Lurteon. 

Nashville, Tenn., December  13.— 
Judge Lurton was born in Campbell 
county, Kentucky, and removed to 
Clarksville, Tenn., at the close of the 
civil war, and afterward attended the 
law school of Cumberland University 
at Lebanon, Tenn., graduating as 
bachelor of law in 1867, returning to 
Clarksville to practice law. 

In January, 1875, the chancellorship 
of the district became vacant and 
Judge Lurton was appointed to fill out 
the unexpired term. The next vear 
he was elected without opposition to 
the same office, which he held until 
1878, when he resigned. 

When Chief Justice Turney was 
elected governor he appointed Judge 
Lurton as his successor on the bench. 
At the expiration of this unexpired 
term, Judge Lurton was elected to a 
full term, and was made 
chief justice by his asso- 
ciates, which position he held until ap- 
pcinted a United States judge for the 
sixth circuit by President Clevelani 
in 1893, which place he has since held 
and is now holding. 

Lurton Hears the News. 


Cincinnati, Ohio., December 13. 
Judge Lurton and his associates were 
in the midst of the hearing of-a half- 
miilion-dollar case today when a re- 
perter entered the court with some 
news of the judge's appointment to the 
United States supreme bench. The re- 
perter quietly whispered the news tv 
the court clerk, Frank O. Loveland, 
who wrote it on a slip of paper and 
sent it to the judge.

Franklin Pleaded Guilty to 
Long List of Petty Thefts 
From Mess Fund of West 
Point Cadets---Franklin Has 
a Fine Record in the Army. 


New York, December 13.—+-Capt. 
Thomas Franklin, United States army, 
twice commended by General Chaffee 
and General Otis for distinguished 
service in China and Manila, pleaded 
guilty teday to a long series of petty 
embezzlements from the mess fund of 
the West Point cadets, as ‘commissary 
and treasurer of the United States 
Military academy, and was sentenced 
by Judge Hand, in the United States 
circuit court, to two years and six 
months in the federal penitentiary at 
Atlanta, Ga. His counsel gave no- 
tice that he would apply for a writ 
of error and review. 

As commissary and. treasurer, Cap- 
tain Franklin had charge of the pay 
checks of the cadets, which he deposit- 
ed with the United States sub treas- 
ury in this city, and drew against for 
mess supplies. The total amount of 
his defalcations ran to $5,650, of 
which $4,831 was represented by false 
vouchers, presented for approval to 
the superintendent of*the United States 
Military Academy. 

Capt. T. S. Ansell urged for’ the 
prisoner that his client had risen from 
the ranks by merit and that his ir- 
regularities were chargeable to his ef- 
forts to raise a large family on an 
officer’s pay. 

The sentence, besides the penalty it 
sets, automatically cashiers Captain 
Franklin from the army and depfives 
his family of any prospects of a re- 
tirement pension. :

A correspondent whose letter appears elsewhere takes the point that a 
tragic accident stimulates the police to vigorous action for a few days, fol- 
lowing which there is a period of inattention and inactivity until another 
smashup brings broken bones and death. 

There are indications of a fairly satisfactory enforcement of the law in 
the business districts of the city; it may be that the police do not happen 
to catch violators of the law upon the streets farther out, which are less 
frequently patrolled. 

Whatever efforts the police are making in this direction it is apparent 
that more careful attention is needed in those sections of the city where 
reckless and careless drivers of both classes of vehicles, feeling immune, per- 
haps, because of scant police surveillance, are often in the habit of doing 


just about as they please. ; 
There is scarcely a week that passes without its record of disaster or 


tragedy as the result of reckless or careless driving. 

There are two classes of automobilists as well as drivers of other vehicles 
—those who obey the laws because they are law-abiding and believe in law 
enforcement for the protection of themselves and others, and those who obey 
the law only as a result of fear of punishmgnt if caught, and who violate it 


wher opportunity offers. ' 
It is the latter class, of course, to which the police should direct atten- 


tion, and a few arrests of offenders of this sort with appropriate and salutary 
punishment, would curb their impulses to do ‘‘stunts’’ prohibited by city 


ordinances. 
Law-abiding automobilists everywhere believe not only in the enactment 


of proper. traffic and road laws for the protection of the public, but in their 
enforcement. ‘ 
Speaking from this standpoint, Winthrop E. Searritt, president of the 


Automobile Club of America, said in a recent interview: 

Leading autorcbilists throughout the United States are endeav- 
oring to reach the various legislatures so that an entirely new set of 
automobile laws of a uniform character can be adopted. 

These laws will lay emphasis not only on speed, but On recklessness. 
For a first offense I would provide a fine. A second arrest and con- 
viction should be punished by a heavier fine, and the forwarding of 
a transcript of the court proceedings to the secretary of state, who 
would immediately suspend the drivers’ license for a period of from 
six months to one year. A third offense should be punished by a still 
heavier fine and the revocation of the license for all time. 

Such punishment should reach Mr. Rich Man and Mr. Chauffeur 
alike. It would deprive the former of the pleasure which is his be- 
cause he chances to possess the money which is necessary to own a 
oar.

Yeais ago, people north and south stopped ‘‘waving the bloody shirt.’’

‘The 
land is easier to work, and the possible days of rest while the crops 
are growing are longer. There is more of a boom in the south than in 
that cold place to the northward.

A Few of the Causes of Auto- 
mobile Accidents. 

Editor Constitution: Searcely & 
week passes without one or more ac- 
cidents caused by automobiles, yet 
nothing sane is being done to stop 
them. Whenever one of the accidents 
happens to prove fatal, you will notice 
unusual severity on the part of the 
police towards automobile drivers; yet 
as soon as the excitement and talk of 
the last fatal accident has abated, you 
can see violations of our speed and 
traffic regulations go unnoticed, and 
not until some speeding and reckless 
driver hurts someone do you even 
know that we have laws to govern our 
traffic. At a few congested corners 
you will find traffic officers who en- 
force our traffic laws, yet go to most 
any other part of town and you will 
find the laws are absolutely  disre- 


gerded. 

Our traffic law is made for the good 
of the public, and not as a means of 
pinishing autoists who kill or hurt 
pedestrians and smash buggies. And 
i? our laws are to be preventives, why 
not use them as such, for certainly a 
sene enforcement of our traffic laws 
at all times would prevent most acci- 
dents. But little good can come of 
spasdomic law-to-the-letter enforce-

Often 
T have trailed behind some team in 
the center of the street, blowing my 
horn and hollering, trying to make the 
driver let me pass, finally to find an 
cificer who makes him move to the 
curb. Is a case made? No. Why? 
He has violated the law. It seems to 
be all right for a team to violate, ex- 
cept when the violation causes an acci- 
dent. 

Again, do the pecple on foot try to 
protect themselves? If you think so, 
just make a few observations. You 
can see people step from the sidewalk 
ard start across the street without 
looking behind them, or in any way 
trying to protect themselves. Wag- 
ons and buggies will stop in the cen- 
ter of the street after dark, and peo- 
ple will get out backward and start 
ecioss without looking behind. <Anj 
it is only the vigilance and careful 
driving of auto drivers that keeps the 
death roll so low. 

Some of the street car motormen 
seem to think themselves beyond the 
law, or immune. They stop in con- 
gested places and wait for leaving 
time. A few, days ago I was driving 
down a very narrow street and on the 
right the space from the curb to the 
car track was blocked with teams 
for about half a block. When about 
half way past the teams, a car ap- 
peared and I tried to clear the teams 
and pass to the right before the car 
cut me off. The motorman saw my 
predicament, but did not slow up so I 
could get to the right, and when cir- 
cumstances forced me to the left, the 
car passed me at full speed and I be- 
l‘eve would have run into me had 1 
been a litthe tardy in clearing the 
track. 

Now, until] something is done to pre- 
vent accidents except arresting autoe- 
mobile drivers, we can expect our ac- 
cidents to be ever on the increase.

cessful of schools for the training of 
mountains boys and girls. 

In simple, eloquent fashion he told 
the story of the people and the strug- 
gle of the school in the little moun-

tain town, and finally the last achieve- 
ment, which was the securing of an 
endowment of one hundred thousand 
dollars. 

He talked of the curriculum as 
Planned to meet best the needs of the 
people; their earnestness and willing- 
ness for sacrifice in order to obtain 
an_education, and the fine record be- 
ing made by the pupils trained at this 
school. 

No less interesting was the report 
made By Mrs. Ottley of the work of 
the mountain school at Tallulah Falls. 
being maintained by Georgia 
club women... It has been built 
through their efforts in three 
years’ time; has been equip- 
ped by them; books furnishéd by the 
library committee, and the last dona- 
tion obtained by Mrs. Nicholas Petter- 
son, of Tifton, Ga., of $200 for the 
purchase of equipment for a boys’ 
workshop. 

Mrs. Ottley stated that there were 
now two teachers employed in the 
school, which will remain open until 
January, then close till April and re- 
open for the year.. A Christmas box 
secured through the efforts of Mrs.

WAR DECLARED 
BY BAN JOHNSON 


If John Ward Is Chosen 
by National League. 


Johhson Says the American 
League Will Not Stand for 
Ward at Head:of National 
Organization---Johnson Tells 
Why Ward Is Objectionable. 


New York, December 3.—The 
American League simply will not tol- 
erate John M. Ward's being elected 
president of the National League to 
succeed John A. Heydler, according to 
Ban B. Johnson, American League 
president, who arrived in New York 
today. If Ward is elected, said John- 
son, it means war. 

As outlining his position In the mat- 
ter on the eve of the National League 
meeting, Johnson gave out a letter 
which he was sent to August Herrmann 
who was instrumental in ending the 
war between the National and Ameri- 
can Leagues in 1903. 

Why Johuson Opposes Ward. 

The letter says: 


“The information was brought to me 
from an authentic source that John M. 
Ward was seriously considered for the 
presidency of the Nattonal League, it 
occasioned me much surprise, and 
raised the question as to the sincerity 
of purpose of your organization. Since 
the signing of the peace pact and the 
Greation of the national agreement, or- 
ganized baseball! 
a broad, straight channel with moder- 
ate friction. 


“The chief snag encountered was In | 


our effort to recover Player George 
Davis after he had been awarded to 
the Chicago American League Club, at 
the Cincinnati peace conference. Mr. 
Ward, acting as the attorney for Play- 
er Davis, drew up the original con- 
tract with the Chicago club. It was 
a three-year agreement, iron-bound 
and riveted. At a subsequent date, 
Davis signed another ccntract with the 
New York National League Club. 

“The New York club sought to re- 
tain Davis, regardless of the Cincin- 
nati award, and, in fact, did use him 
in one game, despite a vigorous pro- 
test from the American League. 


Clear Conspiracy, Says Johnson. 


“The Chicago club was finally 
obliged to go into the courts to en- 
force its contract, and John M. Wara 
represented the player in the pro- 
ceedings.

‘It is far from our purpose to say, 
or even suggest, who the Naitiionai 
League should elect as its president, 
but common sense and the interests of 
other parties to the agreement should 
be considered if the present cordial 
relations are to continue. 

“The unbound prosperity the game 
has enjoyed under its present govern- 
ment should serve as a safety valve 
to any prejudicial act that might tend 
to destroy 2 healthful. sound = and 
sportsmanlike condition in baseball.” 

Johnson Against Murphy. 

Johnson announced tonight that he 
was unalterably opposed to Charles W. 
Murphy—Ward's chief backer—becom- 
ing a dictatorin the baseball world. 

“His policies are far from being in 
line with the ideas of the men who 
have ben working forthe development 
of baseball,” said the American League 
nresident. “and would be ruinous to 
haseball if allowed to continue. 

“Mr. Murphy has insinuated that we 
American Leaguers are attempting to 
dictate who shall be elected president 
of the National League. Thisis wrong. 
but we are surprised that the National 
League club owners should try to re- 
move from office a man like John 
Hevdler. More Heydlers are needed in 
the baseball business.” 

Attempted Bribery of Umpires. 

Concerning the case of the attempt- 
e@ bribery of umpires in the play-off 
game between the Chicago and New 
York Nationals on October 9%, 1908, 
Johnson said tonight that new evidence 
was sent to him last summer. He will 
present this to his colleagues on the 
national commission for review. 

Johnson is not altogether satisfied 
that when the National League turned 
over the affidavits in the bribery case 
to the national commission, all the pa- 
pers in the case were sent along. At 
that time a New York physician was 
accused, Johnson thinks that the phy- 
sician was merely the representative 
of “the man higher up,” and he be- 
lieves he has evidence that will enable 
the ationa! commission to go after 
this individual.

New York, December 13.—Trading 
during the week has been active, longs 
generally having taken edvantage of 
the advance on the bullish census re- 
port on ginning to securé profits on 
account of the uncertainty existing as 
to the government estimate today. <A 
considerable amount of this cotton was 
taken by consumers, the balance going 
to those who felt sufficient confidence 
in the strength of the supply and de- 
mand situation to. make them willing 
to accumulate cotton even at these 
prices. 

The government has given out an 
estimate of 10,088,000 bales, weighing 
500 pounds each, for this-crop, nos in- 
cluding linters. Although some ex- 
tremists looked for an estimate below 
10,000,000, we think it is safe to say 
that the figures more than met the ex- 
-pectatio nof bulls generally. The gov- 
ernment has in several previous years 
materially underestimated the crop, 
and, no doubt, bears, if there are any 
left, will draw attention to this fact 
in a very pointed manner. We do not, 
however, believe that there will be 
many who will venture to assert that 
enough allowance for possible error on 
the part of the government should be 
made to make the crop more than an 
extremely moderate one at best. For 
ourselves, we believe that the figures 
are trustworthy within reasonable 
limits, and that they will be consid- 
ered by the world as finally establish- 
ing the fact that this crop is decided- 
ly short of probable consumption. 

The advance following the report 
was met with heavy liquidation, under 
which prices dropped off sharply for a 
time, eventually steadying down to 
about 30 points higher than before the 
estimate was given out. We expect to 
see wide fluctuations in .pricés for a 
time, but feel confident that the above 
estimate will be substantially con- 
firmed by continued heavy falling off 
in ginning reports and that such liqui- 
dation as takes place will be well 
absorbed by increasing demand from 
consumers and broadening speculation. 
As soon as the world has had a chance 
to digest these figures we believe that 
the movement toward higher prices 
will be resumed.

New York, December 13.—Beyond 
'the mere chronicle of the fact of @ 
,desultory advance in prices of stocks 
ettony there was litile of interest in 
the market. The trading fell into ab- 
solute stagnation at times in the after- 
ncon. The intense _ dullness was 
arcribei, in part, to the interruption 
ot wire service by the bad weather. 
Feeble as the general demand was, 
there wes a fairly comprehensive show 
ef etrength by stocks. This was large- 
ly accomplished by the sympathetic 
effect of disproportionate advances (\in 
a number of special stocks. The most 
ecuspicuous of these was Republic 
Iron, which rose to 45%, the highest 
of the present year, and, in fact, In a 
period of several years. The recent 
entry into the Lehigh directorate vf 
the dominant figures in the Rock Is- 
land property, of course, came into 
rerewed discussion in connection with 
the movement. “The allegation that 
Wabash wags to be concerned in the 
licking of the .two properiles, also 
piayed a part in the day’s session, as it 
has on former occasions. A new sug- 
land was that the Rock Is- 
lend. preferred stock might be retired 
in exchange for a bond issue and the 
p-cperty put into the hands of the com- 
mon stockholders. It is a peculiarity 
of the Rock Island organizaticn that 
the preferred stock, which is but little 
more than nalf the volume of the com- 
ncn stock, elects a majority of the di- 
rectors of the company. besides having 
prior claim to dividends.
